"The Functions of the Labor' Bureau at Gen- 
eva." was thé. subject of a weU-recelVed add^ss de- 
livered by br. Mack Eastman, of the Research Divi- 
sion of the International Labor Office at Oepeva, 
before the students and the faculty of the tJnlvers- 
ity of New Brunswick. ' 

As an exahiplé of tlie piroblems^conlfontlng the 
Labor Bureau, Dr. Eastinah referred to' the matter 
of wages, pointing out that differing coridltlons and 
varying relations of employer to employee in dif- 
ferent countries rèhdëi^d it extreméljr difficult to 
agree on. wage systems appliéablé in all countries. 
The speaker mentlohed alâb Uie question of the 
number of working-hours for the laborer, stating 
that even small reductions in the length, of the 
workman's day had iréquently bad a^very 'désirable 
moral effect on the worker in thiit he felt that his 
demands we're being given a sympathetic' considera- 
tion. The Bureau deserved credit for abolishing 
child labor in industry, on the sèa, arid ta Agri- 
culture. ' ' ' ' ■ 

In describing the organizittioh of . the Labor 
Biueau, i)r. Bastriian told hoW.ebicH of the flfty-hve 
countries represented had four 'votes, two of Ihem 
being govénimeiitàl, one by labCr, and one by the 
employers. > In conti-adlstlnctlgn to the Lèagiie of 
Nations proper, the Labor Bureau' may pass a m|B8» 
ure by a two-thlrda majority vote. The work- 'irf 
the Office is carried on the year round "by a gov- 
erning body of twentyriour niémbènt, Jtîâldousiy' 
chosen from the fejrieséntàtlyeé of thé pafl|<att 
labor, and employers of th6 | .

witness the disclpllntag of these pro^ 
fessors.
